of population. For periods between and since the censuses, the estimates are derived from:— 


(a) monthly returns supplied by employers for purposes of Commonwealth pay-roll taxation; 
(b) monthly returns from governmental authorities; 

(c) some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals); and 

(d) estimates of changes in the number of employees outside the scope of the previous sources 


The figures for current months are subject to revision in the light of annual factory censuses, periodical 
surveys of retail establishments, and other collections. 


. Employees in rural industry and in private domestic service, and members of the full-time defence forces at 
home or abroad, are excluded from the scope of the series. 


. The series is designed to measure the current monthly trends in the defined fields. The estimates are compiled 
on an establishment or enterprise basis. and the benchmark data (which have been derived from industry 
tabulations compiled on the occasion of the population censuses from schedules provided by individuals) have 
been adjusted as nearly as possible to this basis.
